It was in December 20, 1906 that the ship Doric docked at Honolulu, carrying 
fifteen Filipinos (one of whom brought along his fighting cock) along with a 
handful of Chinese, Japanese and Sikhs. Eleven of the Filipinos were 
single, four were married. The oldest was fifty-six and the youngest was 
fourteen. All of them originated from the coastal area of Candon in llocos 
Sur. Little did these men know that they were making history by being the 
first group of Filipinos to settle in Hawaii, part of what became the first wave 
of Filipino migration to the United States of America. All were eventually 
sent to live in the main Japanese camp at the Olaa Plantation in Big Island, 
Hawaii, located five miles south of Hilo 
Today, the United States of America hosts more than 2.7 million Filipinos, 
nearly 276,000 of whom reside in Hawaii. At present, Filipinos in Hawaii 
account for 24% of Hawaii's population. They have made permanent mark 
in the state’s political, economic and cultural life. Whereas, Filipinos first 
came to Hawaii as plantation workers and indentured laborers, Filipinos in 
Hawaii today are successful professionais, and prominent citizens in 
business, government, politics, academe and the arts

On board the inaugural voyage was Hoku, a golden hair Hawaiian poi dog backbred 
by Jack L. Throp of the Honolulu Zoo. Razor-backed pigs and Polynesian chickens 

were also bred at the 200 for the voyage but the director would not part with them at 

the last minute. Instead, the voyage hurriedly brought a white domesticated pig from 

Koke'e, Kauai named Maxwell, and a cock and hen. The purpose of the animals was 

to study how to feed and care for these animats which were brought by the 
Polynesians during their voyages

The phrase “go for broke” originated in the Hawaiian Pidgin English. It is slang 
used in the garne craps, which is a dice game where a player makes wagers on 
the outcome of the roll of a dice. The phrase was used when the player would 
wager everything on a single roll of dice, thus, if the player lost, he would be broke 
2 bankrupt. if you "go for broke”, you take the most extreme or risky of the 
possibile courses of action in order to try and achieve success 


The 442nd RCT was a searegated World War || unit made up entirely of Americans 
of Japanese ancestry, which was a big deal since they were barred from military 
service at the start of the conflict due to fears stemming from the Pearl Harbor 
attack. Japanese Amencans, known as Nisei, couldn't enlist in the armed forces 
and hundreds of thousands of them were relocated into internment camps out of 
distrust. But many Nisei still wanted to serve America. They were eventually able 
to do so through the 100th Infantry Battalion, the 1399th Engineer Construction 
Battalion, the Military Intelligence Service, and the 442nd RCT which became 
the most decorated military unit of its size and length of service. The 442nd RCT 
was activated Feb. 1, 1943, and was composed of Nisei men who had volunteered 
from Hawaii and internment camps on the mainiand. They trained at Camp 
Shelby, Mississippi, before deploying to Italy in June 1944, where they joined in 
combat with the 100th Infantry Battalion the first Nisei Army unit to be activated 
in the war

WARTIME U.S. CENT COMPOSITION 


The composition of the U.S. Cent changed during WWII to conserving 
certain metals for the war effort 

1943 STEEL CENT, 99% STEEL WITH ZINC PLATING, This composition 
was used because copper was needed to make ammunition for the war 
effort. (1909-1942 cents were 95% Copper, 5% zinc and tin.) 

1944 and 1945 SHELL CASE CENTS, 95% COPPER, 5% ZINC. NO TIN 
Made from recycled ammunition shells, most likely recycled and reused 
from wartime training

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The attack on Pearl Harbor was a surprise military strike conducted by the 
Imperial Japanese Navy against the United States naval base at Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaii on the morning of Sunday, December 7, 1941. The next 
day, the United States entered WWII by declaring war on Japan 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt proclaimed December 7" “a date which 
will live in infamy”. Throughout the war and after, the cry of “Remember 
Pear! Harbor” became an inspiration to many Americans. As WWiIl began 
for the United States at Pearl Harbor, it ended with Japan signing the 
articles of surrender on the deck of the USS Missouri in Tokyo Bay on 
September 2, 1945
